to raise revenue. 

Authorization of an Easement within Krepps Park Realty – A resident needs an 
Easement agreement with the City since the stormwater line is on Krepp’s Park 
Property. 

Amending Building and Housing Code as it applies to Carbon Monoxide Detectors – new 
State Carbon Monoxide Detector laws means the city is updating its code to 
reflect those changes. 

Amending Airport Lease Agreement for Army National Guard Band – the band’s lease is 
now monthly until it moves into the Natinal Guard Readiness Center when it 
opens this fall.
